Invention Summary: The invention includes the concept of treating video as a background 
surface within a web browser. Logically, this is accomplished by associating a control file with a 
video. The control file indicates when certain .HTML files should be displayed relative to time 
and/or to the current frame number of the video. 

Overlaying .HTML information on the video is accomplished using color keying or chromakey 
technology, in which video hardware displays video only in pixels having a pre-defined "chroma" 
color.
